1. If a person,is bitten, report 
the incident—Ph, 390298-—or the 
Municipal Office at once, and ask 
the owner of the animal not to kill 
it but to tie it up or otherwise 
restrict its freedom until we come 
to see him. 

2. Do not play with dogs or try 
to hold them and comfort them in 
your arms. They are then likely 
to bite you about the head and 
neck, the most dangerous area to 
be bitten by a rabid dog. 

3. If you see

neighborhood 
report this at once to the Town 
Office or Municipal Office. All 
dogs are now required to be tied 
up. It is best to use a chain as 
they will quickly chew through a

TOWN OF ST. ALBERT 


SYNOPSIS OF BY-LAW NO. 2, 1953 


This By-law provides for the issuance of deben- 
tures of the Town tn the sum of $60,000.00 for the pur- 
pose of providing a sewer and sewage dispesal system 
for the Town 

The By-law authorizes the Couneil to install the 
said system and for the purpose to issue debentures o! 
the Town in the sum of S60,000,00 

The sum of $25,185.00 is to be charged by way of 
special assessment for local improvements against all 
properties abutting on the streets and avenues wherein 
the said system is to be installed, payable at an annual 
rate per front foot of frontage of 18c, payable for a 
period of 20 years. The balance is borrowed on the 
credit of the Town at large and provision is made for 
the levying of annual rates on all taxable property in 
the Town to provide for the annual payments on the 
said sum after crediting annual net revenues from the 
operation of the system 

The debentures are to be dated as may be appro- 
priate having regard to the date of sale and are to be 
payable in twenty annual or semi-annual installments 
of principal in each of the years 1954 to 1973 inclusive, 
with interest at a rate not exceeding 6% per annum 

If the loan can be obtained ynder the provisions 
of The Self-Liquidating Projects } a then the deben- 
tures will bear interest at two (2) per cent per an- 
num and will be repayable in forty equal amortized 
semi-annual installments of combined principal and 
interest. The debentures may be made redeemable at 
the option of the Town on or after the Ist day of 
June, L963 .
